RUSSIA WILL INCREASE NAVY. 


Ninety Million Roubles Willi Be In- 
vested in New Ironclads. 

St. Petersburg, March 10.—An imperiai 
ukase just issued orders the disbursement 
of 90,000,000 roubles as extraordinary ex- 
penditure fer the construction of war- 
ships. 

It is added that no loan will be raised 
to provide the money. 

In official calculations, according to the 
statesman’s year book, 6.40 roubles are 
considered equivalent to the British pound 
sterling. 

In an imperial rescript to the minister 
of finance, M. S. J. Devitto, accompany- 
ing the ukase, the czar says: 

“In considering the possibil.ty of assign- 
ing so large a sum at one time witnout 
recourse to a loan, I am induced to point 
out that the disbursement now contcm- 
plated has been preceded by very consid- 
erable payments from unailotted cash in 
the trexisury for other items of extraordi- 
nary expenditure, 

“During your administration the ordinary 
receipts have exceeded the ordinary. ex- 
penditures by more than 60,000,000 roubles. 
Consequently the greater part of the ex- 
traordinary expenditure ‘is covered without 
ana appeal to the imperial credit. This 
expenditure, incituding the great Siber:an 
and other railways, as wéll as the payment 
“of a considerabie portion of the crown 
debt by the imperial bank for the con- 
version of the credit notes in connection 
with the currency reform, after the above 
expenditures of the unalloted funds of the 
treasury, amounted on January lst to 2v0,- 
000,000 roubles, of which 106,090,000 roubles 
are needed for the extraordinary expendi- 
tures for 1888. Therefore, there remajns 
sufficient to cover the afoesaid expenditure 
fur naval construction. 

“This state of affairs convinces me you 
follow both the instructions of my father, 
resting in God, and mine regarding the 
observance of the necessary thriftiness in 
the financial administration of the em- 
pire. 

“While enjoining you to constantly ex- 
ercise economy in the future, for the com- 
plete preservation of the equilibrium of 
the budget, in which He the proprietors 
of the power and well being of the empire, 
I remain your unalterably well disposed 
and grateful, NICHOLAS.” 


NATIVES KILL ENGLISH SOLDIERS 


Plague Committee Censured for Leav- 
ing Searchers Defenseless. 

Bombay, March 10.—This city is quiet 
today. The only soldiers killed were two 
men of the Shropshire regiment, who were 
killed while out walking without arms. 
on ag Inspector Dawes was accidentally 
shot. 

In view of the many symptoms of dis- 
satisfaction the plague committee is much 
criticised for leaving tne searchers de- 
fenseless, especially when it was known 
that the visitations Were bitterly resented 
by natives. 

Search parties examined all the houses in 
the riot districts today. They found twen- 
ty-five persons suffering from the plague 
and some rioters. 

The authorities believe the heads of the 
Julai committee instigated the riot for 
other than plague ressons, It is under- 
stood a general rising and murder of Eu- 
ropeans was originally projected for to- 
morrow.

Svivania, Ga., March 10.—(Spec:al )—The 
white girl, Mattie Robinson, who went 
away with the negre, John Rawls, several 
weeks ago and was brought home a few 
days since, has made a statement ef the 
wrole affair, which is very ditlerent from 
the one made by the negro. She says that 
she had started for her sister’s home, ac- 
companied by Rawls, when he led her 
astray in the woods and assaulted her, af- 
ter which he compelled her to go with him. 
They first went to a negro house, where 
an old colored woman blacked her hands 
and face with soot and then she _ and 
Rawls continued their journey down into 
Effingham county, where they were sub- 
sequently found by the officers. She says 
that Rawls told her he had come very near 
running away with a white girl in North 
Carolina, and that he killed a man up 
there and had to leave. 

If the girl's statement be true and is 
believed in court, Rawis will of course 
be in danger of his neck. The statement 
of the officer who arrested them, however, 
Goes not corroborate the girl’s story. He 
Says that she seemed attached to the ne- 
gro and then wanted to kiss him when 
they were separated. Rawls is in jail and 
there seems no disposition to interfere with 
@ legal investigation and trial of the case. 


GEORGIA’S PHOSPHATE DEPOSITS 


A Valuable Discovery Made in Hous- 
ton County Recently. 

Perry, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)—The Per- 
ry Journal prints an interesting Story: 

“At an average of about ten miles from 
the southern border of Houston county an 
almost unbroken hill range extends across 
the county, almost east and west. Tha 
elevation is great, the wood growth mam- 
moth oak and hickory, the trees beautiwul- 
ly draped by nature with gray moss. Ag- 
riculturally this land is extremely fertile, 
but so difficult of cultivation that much of 
it has been abandoned by its owners, save 
as it furnishes valuable pasturage for hogs 
and cattle. 

Within the soil of this hill range there 
is Much lime, and in many places it is al- 
most a solid bed of lime rock. kor many 
years it has been believed that this range 
of hill contains a mine of wealth for the 
successful manipulator. Several times in- 
vestigation discovered marl ang phosphatic 
deposits of bone and rock. From one cause 
and another, -derciopment has not followed, 
yet the bellef remaius tnat there is much of 
commercial value imbedaegw in the soil of 
that hill range—about one mile wide and 
twenty long. ; 

bout six weeks ago Mr. Glenmore T. 
Brown sold to a party of contractors the 
rock privilege of four acres of land, situ- 
ated on the Georgia Southern and FYorida 
railroag, about thee miles north of Grova- 
nia, and extending to tthe public road from 
Perry to Haynesville. A quarry was estab- 
lished and now about twenty hands are at 
work, and about two carloads of rock are 
daily shipped to Macon, where it is used in 
paving the streets of that city. While 
quarrying the rock many fossil deposits 
were unearthed, and the opinion prevails 
that a phosphate mine cou'd be established 
and profitably operated. There have been 
found many shells, teeth of animals that 
are not recognizead aS any known to this 
time and our people. A pair of large deer 
horns were unearthed in almost perfect 
shape. The thing that has attracted most 
attention, however, is what has been de- 
clared to be the petrified backbone of a 
mastodon, or some huge animal now un- 
known to this country. 

‘Tearing of these strange finds, Mr. 
Frank €. Henderson, of Grovania, went to 
the quarry to investigate. When he re- 
turned home he carried with him’ a joint 
mammoth backbone. This he 
brought ‘to Perry. It weighs sixteen pounds 
and measures eight inches in length and 
twenty-one inches in circumference. Twen- 
ty feet of this immense backbone has been 
unearthed.’’ =

* Washington, March 10.—Postoffice Inspec- 
tor John P. CJum has been designated by 
Postmaster General Gary as g_ special 
commissioner to Alaska to examine into 
postal affairs, an@ will sail on the steamer 
Queen from Seattle On the’ 20th instant. 
He will travel by way of Spokane to con- 
sult with Postoffice Inspector Lynn, in 
whose district the territory of Alaska is 
located. 

Mr. Clum was selected for this responsl- 
ble duty by reason Of his experience in 
postal affairs and also because of a long 
residence in the mining sections of Arizona 
New Mexico and California in the days of 
booms and bonanzas. He goes equipped 
with every authority to @eal with the situ- 
ation in Alasta and is authorized to es- 


‘tablish postoffices and appoint postmasters 


where needed, and to increase the clerigal 
help in postoffices and in every way to 
meet the demands required of the postoffice 
Qepartment by the great influx of popula- 
tion into Alaska.

EMPLOYEES’ WAGES 


United States Arsenal at Rock Island 
Pays Rate of 1897. 
Washington, March 10.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Mieklejohn today made an order re- 
storing the wages of the employees in the 
United States arsenal at Rock Island, IIL, 

to the rates existing December 31, 1897. 

The reductions made in these wages 
caused a great commotion in labor circles, 
it being represented that the cut had a 
most depressing effect upon the entire la- 
bor market of the west. 

The Illinois congressional representatives 
intervened in the men’s behalf and the sec- 
retary of war directed Captain Blunt, the 
ordnance officer in charge of the arsenal, 
to come to Washington for consultation. 
This consultation took place today in the 
presence of Rrepresentatives Prince and 
Curtis, with the result above announced.

Strange as it may seem, the sudden 
purpose of the administration to make 
no further delay in preparing to meet 
whatever emergency may arise, and the 
unanimous vote of congress appropriat- 
ing $50,000,000 to be used in the dis- 
cretion of the administration, have gone 
farther toward assuring peace than all 
the delay and so-called ‘conservative’ 
action had done. 

The Spaniards, perceiving that their 
game of bluff has been called in a way 
that can admit of but one interpretation, 
are now officially declaring that they 
have only the most pacific intentions to- 
ward the United States. All this goes 
to show that if the step just decided on 
by our government had been taken six 
or eight months ago, as urged by the 
democrats, we should now be at the end 
of all our complications. Cuban inde- 
pendence would have been established, 
and everything would have been peace- 
fully arranged. 

We are far from pursuing the republi- 
can president with hostile comment or 
criticism. At the same time we do not | 
join with those who. are spattering with 
timorous praise his “conservative and 
cautious attitude.” Jf he had _ taken 
his present attitude eight months ago, a 
great deal of unnecessary and trouble- 
some delay would have been avoided. 
Indeed, it may be that more promptness 
would have saved the lives of the unfor- 
tunates who were lost in the ‘Maine dis- 
aster. 

This, as has already been demonstrat- 
ed, is one of the occasions when prompt- 
ness and firmness constitute true con- 
servatism. If Cleveland had taken the 
Spanish bull by the horns, as the people, 
regardiess of party, wanted him to do, 
thousands of lives and millions of treas- 
ure would have been saved. Every hour 
of delay since that time has been marked 
by the useless sacrifice of life, the 
waste of treasure and the destruction 
of property. 

That is what delay has cost. And it 
has cost even more than that. Our own 
people have been humiliated by the 
knowledge that our cruisers were em- 
ployed to do the dirty work that should 
have been left to Spanish vessels.

A Chance for Reformers To Reform. 
A correspondent of The Boston Tran- 
script, discussing the situation of affairs 
in New England mill centers, refers to 
the enterprise The Constitution dis- 
played in sending a member of its staff 
to get at the facts. The correspondent 
Says that while The Constitution’s writer 
dealt with some facts in a way that 
may be distasteful to northern readers, 
still the statements made “cannot, in 

the main, be controverted.” 

‘The writer in The Transcript thinks 
that the graphic account given by The 
Constitution’s correspondent of the de- 
plorable condition existing at New Red- 
ford “will be a revelation to the average 
southerner, who has heard, within the 
past few years, a good deal about the 
superior condition of the New England 
mill help.” This is putting it mildly. 
The Constitution has paid very close at- 
tention to leading New England newspa- 
pers during the past ten years, and while 
it has suspected that labor and other 
conditions were not quite so bright as 
they have been painted, nevertheless 
the facts set forth by its correspondent 
were in the nature of a painful surprise 
—painful because we have never taken 
the attitude toward New England that 
some of its newspapers take toward 
the south. We do not view that part 
of the country with sectional animosity. 
ile we do not believe that New Eng- 
land is the whole of the republic, as 
some of her newspapers do, or that all 
economic legislation of a national char- 
acter should be for New England's spe-

Consequently 
it is impossible to give the strike even 
as one of the causes for the abject pov- 
erty, the almost starving condition of 
these mill workers. We do not say that 
the New England newspapers have de- 
liberately concealed the facts of the sit- 
uation. We Go not believe it. We 
prefer to believe that the 
these newspapers were in ignorance of 
the situation. It frequently happens 
that we fail to see things that lie at our 
very feet. Our esteemed New England 
contemporaries have been so busily el- 
gaged in advocating or promoting re- 
forms, chiefly political, in other parts 
of the country that they have had no op- 
portunity for house-cleaning at home. 
They have imagined that, as the wase 
earners of New England were once pros- 
perous, they must necessarily be pros- 
peroug now. We believe that the facts 
printed by The Constitution were as 5UT- 
prising to New England editors as tney 
are distasteful to northern people. 

Summed up, the facts presented by our 
correspondent show that the wages paid 
to New England cotton mill operatives, 
even before the reduction, were not sul- 
ficient to maintain them in a condition 
of respectable poverty; that even if they 
had received the wages they were “1om!- 
nally paid; their condition would still 
be far from pleasing; but the shutdowns, 
the recesses, and the short time bad real- 
lv cut down their wages almost one-half; 
that the poor pay they nominally re- 
ceived was lessened by fines, and by 
special methods of favoritism in vogue; 
and that the new reduction of wages, 
supplemented by the old conditions, 
would finally bring them to a point be- 
low that of the pauper workers of Eu- 
rope. 

Such was and is the unpleasing situa- 
tion as disclosed by our correspondent. 
The writer in The ‘Transcript prints 
his comments under the ‘heading ‘To 


Reform Our Cotton Mills,” and we maké 
haste to say that this is the first appli- 
cation of the word “reform” to the con- 
dition of New England cotton operatives 
we have ever seen in a newspaper pub- 
lished in that section. Let us hope it 
will not be the last. 

We may say to our New England con- 
temporaries that reform of some kind, 
and im the direction of bettering the 
condition of the mill operatives, is ab- 
solutely essential to the well-being of 
that section. ‘The social, as well as the 
economic welfare of New England de- 
mands it. Wedo not suggest the reme- 
dy, albeit it lies on the. surface. 

The talk about soufhern’ competition 
at this time is the sheerest folly—almost 
as foolish, indeed, as the demand that 
the practical control of the productive 
industries of the country be’taken out of 
the hands of the states and placed in 
the hands of the geveral government— 
and quite as foolish as the belief that the 
tariff can raise prices of goods, when 
the people have no money to buy.

Great Britain cannot, with the approval 
of her bette judgment, decline to give 
us her moral suppert and sympathy in 
the present crisis. We do not want war; 
and if war can honorably be averted, we 
do not intend to become involved in dif- 
ficulties with Spain. Great Britain knows 
this well enough, and she furthermore 
knows that our policy in dealing with 
Spain has been characterized throughout 
by patience and moderation. Since she is 
fully aware of all these things, she must 
necessarily respect us for our forbear- 
ance. 
As yet, the announcement of Great 
Britain’s friendly attitude toward the 
United tiStates lacks official confirma- 
tion; but from the tone of leading news- 
papers on the other side of the water

President MeKinley, there is ere 
to suppose that future developments will 
be in line with the announcement, 
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Our Trade with China. 

In a recent address delivered before 
the business men of Philadelphia by Mr. 
Charlies Denby, Jr., former secretary of 
the United States legation at Peking, he 
discussed at some ijiength the subject of 
our trade relations with China, and in- 
cidentally offered some practical sug- 
gestions for making them more profit- 
able. 

As stated by Mr. Denby, one very 
great difficulty in the way of our culii- 
vating more intimate trade relations 
with China lies in the fact that we are 
lacking in facilities for direct communi- 
cation. He says that American vessels 
should be operated from Atlantic ports 
to Shanghai, Yokohama and Vladivos- 
tock, and argues that our outgoing traf- 
fic alone is sufficient to support these 
steamers without the least help from in- 
coming traffic. 

Another measure of paramount im- 
portance which Mr. Denby urges is the 
establishment of American agencies in 
China. He says that we have heen too 
willing in times past to rely upon the 
half-hearted co-operation of foreign 
agents Who cannot reasonably be ex- 
pected to take the same degree of in- 
terest in pushing American goods which 
Americans themselves would take and 
that consequently Americans should be 
sent over. Inthis connection the ferm- 
er secretary states that museums should 
be established in different cities of the 
empire for the purpese.of. exhibiting the 
articles manufactured in this country. 
He contends that in this way Chinese 
purchasers could bée brought at once to 
realize the advantages of trading in this 
market, and that when they once fully 
realized these advantages they would 
not be sfow to give us the bulk 
of their trade. He says that just 
at this time when China is be- 
ginning to throw off her _leth- 
argy and to step into the world’s indus- 
trial arena there is special reason for 
exerting every effort to improve our 
trade relations with her. She needs 
iron rails, locomotive engines, hardware, 
cotton mil! outfits, electrical supplies’ 
and industrial products of almost every 
kind and variety; and now is the time 
for vigorous action on our part. Mr. 
Denby states that no very great expense 
would be reaguired to establish satisfact- 
ory museums in China, and that initial 
steps should be taken in this direction at 
once. 

With respect to the future of China, 
Mir. Denby makes this observation: 

T venture the prediction that China. will 
not be divided up, at least for meny vYears 
to come. Her own latent strength, the 
great interest which all commercial nations 
take -in her, and the moral support whic’ 
England’ and America give her in her pres- 
ent difficwities, are all factors in her favor. 
A close observer in China remarkea 
that there was one great difference between 
the Chinese and foreign governments. 
that while abuSes exist abroad, vet when 
things got as bad as they could be in for- 
eign countries some one rose up and recti- 
fied them, while in China when things got 
aS bad as‘they could be, thev got worse. 
This process has been going on sufficiently 
long in recent years, and besi@s other 
more substantial grounds of hope, the well 
wisher of China can now confidently ‘ex- 
pect a turn in the tide of affairs, for it is 
difficult to see how things could get worse 
in that old empire than thev are. 

Such good advice as the address of 

Mr. Denby contains should not be lost 
upon enterprising and wide-awake bus-

Ordinarily 
codes and other like publications that are 
supplied to public officers at the ciate s 
expense are distributed through the ordi- 
naries of the several counties in the alpha- 
betical order of such counties, but by way 
ef compliment to the author of the book, 
Mr. J. H.. Blount, Jr., of the Macon bar, 
the governor has directed the state libra- 
rian to send out the first lot of the books 
to Bibb county, which will be done today. 
State Librarian Brown received from the 
public printer yesterday the first lot of 
copies of the book. It is stamped on gone 
cover with the state’s seal, contains 480 
pages, is bound in law sheep and is about 
the size of the penal code, The resolution 
authorizing its purchase, which was ap- 
proved December 6, 1897, appropriates mon- 
ey to supply it to all the publie officers 
to whom the code is by law furnished. 
Those officers are as follows: 

Six justices of the supreme court, twen- 
ty-three superior court judges, thirteen 
city courts, fifty-nine county courts, twen- 
ty-three solicitors general, eighty-six 
boards of county commissioners, the ordi- 
nary, sheriff and clerk of superior court 
of each caainty and the justices of the 
peace of the state, including notaries pub- 
lic who are ex-officio justices of the peace, 
making a total of 3,655 officers. Besides 
this, under a general law which being ap- 
plicable to the code is eonstrued to apply 
also to Mr. Blount’s book, one hundred 
extra copies will be bought, making the 
total state purchase under the aet of 18% 
3,755 copies. This is the largest legislative 
subscription to any law book other than 
a code in the history of Georgia, Cobb's 
Statutes and Forms, of which Governor 
Brown bought 3,000 copies for the use of 
the state under the act of 1858 being the 
next largest purchase of like character. 

The binding is progressing at the rate 
of about two hundred copies a day and 
as fast as bound the books will be distrib- 
uted by the public printer under the super- 
intendance and direction of the state li- 
brarian,

Berner Seeking Ammunition. 


etter was received at the office of 
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Monticello next Saturday. Chairman 
Trammell, of the commission, received a 
letter from the senator asking for the 
history of the case brought against the 
railroads recently by Mr. W. H. Brewer 
on account of the differential of 4 cents 
a hundred pounds in favor of car load 
shipments as against smaller lots. Chair- 
man Trammell has forwarded his response, 
but the facts contained in it are too well 


known to the public to warrant much ex- 
planation. | 

Last fall the railroads in the Southeast- 
ern Freight Association, at the instance 
of some of the large wholesale grocers 
in the south, advanced the rates on grain, 
flour, meat and meat products, sugar, mo- 
lasses, rice, soap, starch and a few other 
articles when shipped in less than car load 
lots. The advance was 4 cents per 10 
pounds from the Ohio river, the Mississipp! 
river, gulf ports and eastern cities. This 
Gave tne wholesaie grocers an advantage 
of 4 cents per 100 pounds on the freights 
inc.uded in the advance. The same distinc- 
tlon has been made in aH other parts of 
the United States except in the south, and 
it is a discrimination which is recognized 
by the interstate commerce commission, 
question of advancing these rates 
had been under discussion among the rail- 
roads themselves for two years. ‘I'wice it 
had been voted down, but finally was tried 
as an experiment. 

The advance was not satisfactory to some 
of the roads and their patrons, and it was 
not long before it was seen that it caused 
friction, even among the wholesale men 
themselves. So about January 1, 1898, a cail 
was sent out for a meeting of the execu- 
tive officers at Louisville for January llth 
to consider the withdrawal of this advance. 
The meeting was held on that date and 
the decision was reached that it would be 
better to withdraw the advance charge of 
4 cents per hundred and restore the old 
rates. This was accordingly ordered. On 
January 10th, the day before the Louisville 
meeting, Mr. W. H. Brewer, of Griffin, 
filed a petition with the Georgia railroad 
commission asking for a hearing on this 
question and requesting that the commis- 
sion order the roads to take off the extra 
4 cents, 

This hearing was set for a hearing on 
February Sth. Before that date arrived the 
railroads announced publicly that they had 
decided to restore the old rates on Feb- 
ruary 10th. So when the commission met 
Mr. Brewer made his statement. Two 
or three representatives of the roads were 
present and they rested their case with the 
commission, having previously filed notice 
of withdrawal of the rates with that body. 
Mr. Brewer stated that the voluntary 
withdrawal -of the rates by the roads 
would be satisfactory, and he added that 
he did not care what the commission did 
with his complaint if the old rates were 
restored, 

The commission ruled that the voluntary 
withdrawal of the advanced rates disposed 
of the ease.

Ottley, Jones and Bowen, It Is Said, 
Will Bring Charges Against Ofil- 
cers Who Arrested Them. 

It was rumored at the police barracks

L. P. Thomas, of the 
Sheriff's office, is his nephew. As soon as 
Dr. Thomas learned of his father’s death 
he left for Oklahoma. He had been ex- 
pecting such a message for some time and 
was not surprised. 

‘Matior General Edward L. 
commander of the Oklahoma division of ¢he 
United Confederate Veterans. He was born 
in Clarke county, Georgia, and was a direct 
descendant of the famous Thomas and 
Lioya families’ of Maryland, his grand- 
father having removed from Maryland to 
Virginia, and later to Georgia, carrying 
with him a voung son whose name was FEd- 
ward Lioyd. This son grew to manhood 
under the most favorable influences ang 
became aman of potent influence in the de- 
velopment of his aconted state, as wel! as 
a man of great Christian piety. His noble 
wife was one of those pure, @entle Chdis- 
tian women, beloved by every one who 
knew her, and whose sacred memory rests 
as a lasting benediction upon the lives of 
her children. This worthy couple was 
blessed with a number of children. who 
were all prominent in the public affairs of 
Georgia. They gave to the voungest son 
the father’s fuil namé—Edward Llova 
Thomas—and instilled into his bovhood life 
those pious, manly and hospitable traits of 
character which proved the giorious fruits 
from £o many of the glad homes of the 
&rand old southlanei. 

After receiving an academic education, 
young Edward attendeq Emory college an-} 
eraduated with marked distinetion in the 
class of 1846. 

Captured Iderbide. 


In the early spring of 1847 he enterea 
the service of his country as a private [n 
the Mexican war. For consnieuous brav- 
ery, he was soon made a lieutenant and 
fought with much gallantry in the battles 
on the line between Vera Cruz and the Citv 
of \Mexico. While in one engagement, in a 
brave and daring charge upon the enemy, 
he capture? Iderbide, a member of Santa 
Anna’s staff. 

The legislature of Georgia, tn ‘1848, edopt- 
ed resolutions commendatory of his gal- 
lantry in several battles fought in the war 
With Mexico. He was tendered a lieuten- 
ancy in the regular army of the United 
States by George FL Crawford, then secre- 
tary of war, but for domestic reasons did 
not accept the position. 

After retiring from the army the young 
lieutenant marrie@ Miss Jennie H. Gray, of 
Talbot county, Georgia, a beautiful and ae- 
complished young lady and a member of 
one of the most prominent ana wealthy 
families of the south. He then settled and 
remained on his large plantation. refusing 
many tendered civil positions, as he was by 
nature opposed to the trickery of polities, 

Appointed Colonel. 

When the war between the states began 
his patriotic zeal led him at once to the 
front. President Davis appointed him colo- 
nel with authority to organize a regiment 
in Georg:a. This regiment Colone! Thomas 
immediately marched into service at the 
battle of Seven Pines. When the battle 
began the regiment was armed only with 
old remodeled flint-lock guns. but came 
out bearing the best arms of their enemies. 
During this battle Brigadier General Petti- 
grew Was snot trom hie horse and the 
command of the brigade devolved upon 
Edward lL. Tromas as the ranking colonel. 
The reg.ments were then brigaded by 
States and Colonel Thomas was assigned 
to a Drigade commanded by General J. R. 
Anderson. In the battles around Richmond 
General Anderson was transferred to con- 
trol and manage the Tredegar iron works, 
Colonel Thomas then succeeded to the 
command vf thé@ brigade. He retained 
General! Anderson’s staff. which was com- 
posed of such brave, true men as Major 
Lewis Ginter, Major Robert Taylor d 
Adjutant General. Norwood, all of h- 
mond. Va. His brigade was taen assigned 
to General A. P. Hill’s light division and 
Stonewail Jackson's corps. 

General Thomas was in all the battles 
around Richmond and was ordered to 
open fire in the batt'e of Mechanicsville. 
His command crossed the famous poid 
here in front of the enemy’s works and 
held his position with unsurp.ssed bravery 
until Stonewall Jackson came upon the 
federal right flank. General Thomas was 
wounded in this battle, but remained in 
the saddle and fonght in every battle 
around Richmond. 

He was in every battle fought by Gen- 
eral lee in Virginia except that of Antie- 
tam. As his command was first to enter 
Harper’s Ferry, ne was ieft py General 
Jackson in charge to patrol ‘the 11,000 
prisoners and get the supplies out and was 
for this reason prevented from fighting in 
the battle of Antietam. 

He was frequently mentioned by hfs su- 


perior officers for galantry on the field in 


their official reports.

‘by the federal forces the manner in whicn 
General Thomas moved his command and 
struck their advancing column turned their 
confident victory into immediate and per- 
fect defeat.

After a cessation of hostilities he lived a 
quiet, retired life Om his plantations in 
Georgia until 1885, when he was appointed 
by President Cleveland to an important 
office in the land department and again 
appointed to an important office in the Iin- 
dian department in 1893, which he now 
vie shdont devotion to his native state of 
Georgia has never weakened.

Bailiff Ahern To Pay Him Money 


Collected on Sale of Property. 

F. M. Coker, through this attorneys, J. 
L. Hopkins & Son, filed a petition in Clerk 
Tanner's office yesterday morning against 
J. B. Ahern, a constable in the court of 
Justice E. H. Orr, asking the court to 
force Ahern to pay him money collected 
from the sale of property of Abbie How- 
ard. 

The petition shows that on June 9, 1896, 
judgment was rendered in the city court 
against Abbie Howard in favor of the At- 
lanta Savings bank for $69%. On June l, 
1897, this fi. fa was assigned to Coker. 

On December 1, 1897, judgment was ren- 
dered in the justice of peace court of the 
026th district in favor of Wood & Beau- 
mont against Abbie Howard for $80.31 and 
costs. A fi. fa. was issued on this judgment, 
says the petition, and levted on the prop- 
erty of Abbie Howard. The property was 
sold February 3d, for $7,075, which it is 
claimed is in the hands of J. B. Ahern, 
constable. 

The petition of Mr. Coker says he lodged 
with Ahern his fi. fa. and notificd him 
he was entitled to the proceeds of the sale. 
Ahern declined to pay over the money, 
alleging that other fi. fas. had been lodged 
against him. 

F. M. Coker claims to be entitled to all 
the money realized from the sale except 
P the costs of the fi. fa., which produced the 
fund, and a laborer’s lien. 

In his order Judge Lumpkin makes the 
petition a part of the rule nisi and orders 
Ahern to show cause before him on March 
19th why he should not pay the money.

The List of Those Who Have Retired. 
News and Notes of Interest in 
the Insurance Field. 


In another part of this issue will be 
found an Official notice from Insurance 
Commissioner William A. Wright, announe- 
ine that thirteen asseSsment life and acci- 
dent association having faile@ to renew 
their licenses to do business in this state 
for the current year, are no longer author- 
ized to solicit or write insurance in Geor- 
gia. Among this formidable array of names 
are the titles of four companies which have 
gone out of business during the last year. 
First comes the Massachusetts Benefit As- 
sociation, the Mammoth assessment con- 
cern whose sensational failure in Boston 
last year, with millions of unpaid claims, 
created Such a stir in the insurance World. 

Next comes the National Life and Ma- 
tur‘ty of Washington, D. C., which gave up 
the fight March, 189%, through the apnpoint- 
ment of a receiver, and its remains wers 
absorbed by the National Life Association 
of Hartford. 

Last among there failures of life associ- 
ations came the Bankers’ Alliance of Los 
Angeles, Cal., which went into the hands 
of a receiver about the first of February. 
All of these associations had numerous 
members in this state who are left to 
mourn thelr untimely end—many of them 
too old to get good insurance elsewhere. 
The Atlanta Accident Association retired 
from business last fall, re-insuring its risks 
in the Guarantors’ Finance Company of 
Philadelphia. 

Did Not Want To Be Labeled. 

Of the nine others who fated to renew 
there are three of conskerable importance 
in the assessmen: world, viz: 

The Covenant Mutua! of Galesburg, Til. 

The Chicagu Guaranty Fund of Chicago, 
Lil. 

The Bankers and Merchants’ Life of Chi- 
cago. 

Whiie no reason is officially assigned for 
the withdrawal or these associations, their 


action is presumably based on their violent 
vpposiluon to the statute passed by tne 
idpi Iegisiature, which reads as follows:

Be {it enacted by the general 
assemley of Georgia, that from ana after 
the paseage of this act every policy or cer- 
Neate issued to ua resident ot the state of 
Georgia by any corporation transacting 
therein the business o: iife insurance upen 
the assessment plan or admitted into this 
state under the ass¢ssment laws of Geor- 
gia, shall print in bold type Gn red ink) in 
every polley or certificate issued upon the 
life or lives of the citizens of Georgia, mak- 
ing ome of the principal lines near the top 
thereof, the words, ‘Issued upon the assess. 
ment plan,’ and the words ‘Ass°ssment 
plan’ — be printed conspicuously (in red 
ink) in 6r upon every appication, circular, 
ecard, advertisement and other printed doe- 
uments issued, circulated or caused ty be 
circulated by stich eorporation within the 
State. 

“Bee. 2. Be it further enacted, that if any 
corporation or association shall at any time 
fail or refuse to. omply With the foregoing 
Drevisions of section 1 of this aet, the in- 
Surance commissioner shall forthwith sus- 
pena or revoke ail authority to such cor- 
poration or association and all its agents 
to do business in this state, and shal! pub- 
MSh such revocation in some newspaper 
published in this state. 

“Sec, 2. $e it further en rwcted, that all 
laws and parts of taws In conflict with this 
act be and the same are hereby renealed.”’

In the case on trial 
the insurance company wags contesting a 
claim on the ground that the plaintiff, be- 
ing able to do certain work, was not whol- 
ly disabled within the meaning of the poli- 
icy. 

In rendering a decision against the com- 
pany Justice Moore said: 

“In order to entitle the plaintiff to recover 
he was not required to prove that his in- 
jury disabled him to such an extent that 
he had no physical ability to do what was 


necessary to be done in the prosecution of 


hig business, but it was sufficient if he 
Satisfied them that his injury was of such 
a c€haracier and to such an extent that 
common care and prudence required him to 


desist from his labors and rest as long 
as it was reasonably necesgary to effectu- 
ate a speedy cure, so that a competent 
and skilful physician, called to treat him, 


would direct him to do so. It is the duty 


of the insured toward the insurer to use 
all due care and pursue the proper course 
to effectuate a cure,” so that the loss of 


time for which he is to reeeive indemnity 
may be no greater than is reasonably nec- 
essary.’’

Company. He lives at Kirkwood, and Miss

|, residence with her two sisters, Misses Mary 
and Alice Emery. She was about forty 
years old, and had devoted her life to 
charity. 

The mangled body was carried to her 
brother's home, and there laid in the room 
where two days ago Miss Annie Emery, a 
niece and namesake of the dead woman, 
was married to Rev. Richard Orme Flinn. 
The decorations for the wedding still re- 
mained in the room just as they had been 
placed by the Joving hands of Miss Emery, 
who was active in making preparations for 
her niece's wedding. Iividences of the 
happy wedding celebration were all around 
the room, and it was difficult to realize that 
death was there. 

How the Death Occurred.

MAGRUDER LONGS FOR DEATH 


Failing To Suicide Wednesday, He 
Shot Himself Yesterday. 


HE RAVES LIKE A MADMAN 


— — 


Police Officers Were Required Yester- 
day To Take the Man in Charge. 
Family Says He Is Insane. 


Falling in his attempt to commit suicide 
Wednesday morning, W. P. Magruder, re- 
Siding at 55 West Fifth street, tried again 
yesterday afternoon to take his life, but 
without success, 

He says he is determined to die, 
yesterday fought those who came 
assistance after it was found that he had 
attempted to end his life. It was neces- 
sary to use police force before he wouid 
submit himself to the care of the hospital 
Surgeons, and even then he cursed and 
fought. 

The first attempt at suicide was made 
With laudanum in the Kennesaw restau- 
rant Wednesday. He walked into that 
establishment about noon and called for 
dinner. While the waiter was bringing it 
he took a four-ounce bottle of: laudanum 
from his pocket and, saying ‘‘Here goes,”’ 
drank the corgents. 

He was taken to the hospital in the am- 
bulance, and it was thought for a time 
that he would die. Constant attention was 
given him, however, and yesterday morn- 
ing he was released. He showed no ill 
effects from the dose of poison, and was in 
g€00d spirits. He thanked the physicians 
for the care they had given him and left. 

Yesterday afternoon he went home. It 
is said that he was under the influence of 
whisky. He undressed and went to bed, 
but after a time grew violent and stripped 
his clothes from his body, procured a pistol 
and made the second attempt on his life. 

He pointed the weapon directly at his 
head and pulled the trigger. His aim was 
bad. The ball only grazed the right side 
of his head, although a deep furrow was 
made. The wound was bleeding profusely 
when the members of Magruder’s family 
rushed to his room. 

He was staggering around, and appeared 
to be demented. iis son approached him 
and secured the weapon, but the ladies 
were afraid and locked themselves in an 
adjoining room. Bicycle Officer Goree up- 
peared at this time, having been attracted 
by the pistol shot. The ambulance was 
telephoned for and arrived in a few mo- 
ments. 

Surgeon Moncrief was in charge, and 
his appearance appeared to make Magruder 
very mad. He cursed the surgeon, and 
absolutely refused to be placed in the am- 
bulance. The wound on his head was 
dressed, however, and then the patrol 
wagon was summoned. He was raving 
madly, andthe officers found it necessary 
to use force in compelling him to put on 
his clothes. 

He was finally landed in the police bar- 
racks, where the charge of disorderly con- 
duct was entered against him. There ap- 
pears to be little doubt that the man is 
crazy, and an effort will be made to piace 
him in the asylum at Milledgeville, it is 
gaid.

Herrible Crime. 


WROTE TO HIS’ PHYSICIAN 


Wife Was Found Dead in Her Room 
in Nashville. 


DRISCOLL = WILL NO DOUBT RECOVER 


He Was for Many Years a Resident of 
Atlanta—He Makes a Full 
Statement. 


OVERTY and drink drove John IL. 

}? Driscoll, a man well known in Atlanta, 

to kill his wife and then attempt eul- 
cide yesterday in the little room in Nash- 
ville where they have lived for more than 

a year. With her glassy eyes staring at 
the ceiling Mrs. Driscoll was found lying 
dead on her bed. Her husband sat in a 
chair by her side, his face blackened and 
distorted by the drug which he had used. 

The ghastly tragedy of murder and suil- 
cide is made more horrible by the treachery 
and deceit used by Driscoll in killing his 
wife. She was poisoned by his hands while 
he was pretending to minister to her ills. 
Sine was ill and when he offered her what 
he said was a 8mali dose of morphine ghe 
took it, for she trusted him implicitly. 

She died never knowing that she had been 
betrayed by the man she loved and wiose 
wife she had been for many years. He, the 
self-confessed murderer, is under arrest 
at the city hospital in Nashville and if he 
lives he will be charged with the murder. 

Mr. and Mrs. Driscoll lived in Atlanta for 
many years. He married while living here. 
He was then acting as assistant to Official 
Court. Stenographer Parry, of the Stone 
Mountain circuit, and it was through Mr. 
Parry that the marriage occurred. Driscoll 
was a shorthand teacher here and ai cne 
time was prominently connected with The 
People’s Party Paper. He was a leading 
member of the Emmett Society and always 
took the most prominent part in the St. 
Patrick’s day celebrations. ‘a 

Four years ago Driscoli moved to Nash- 
ville and since then has been living there. 
He has taught shorthand and worked as 
a stenographer for his livelihood. When the 
Tennessee Centennial exposition opened he 
was given a p'ice with the company and 
he came to Atlanta to work up an exhibit. 
Two months ago he lost his place and 
since then he has been drinking heavily. 
Driven to despondency and desperation, 
he determined to, end it all. 

Briscoll’s Grewsome Confession. 

His confession to the physicians after 
his recovery’ to consciousness furnishes 
the only story of the crime, to which there 
Was no other living witness. He made a 
full confession of the deed and told of the 
grewsome tragedy that occurred high up 
in the towering chamber of commerce 
building in the Tennessee capital. He says 
that he had such bead luck and was grow- 
ing old that he determined that life was 
not worth living. He decided to kill him- 
self, for he found there was no place in 
the world for him. But he could not bear 
to die and leave his wife. He wanted to 
kill her so that both might die together. 

Tuesday afternoon about 5 o’clock Mrs. 
Driscoll was seen going into her room. 
She was never seen again alive. The. hus- 
band had planned her death. Mrs. Driscoil 
was a deaf mute. She was easily con- 
trolled by the directions of her husband 
and she readily obeyed his suggeszions. 
Hie says that he persuaded her to take 
the morphine, inducing her to believe ttat 
it Was a smail dose and woula do her good. 
She took the morphine and died. Fora 
while Driscoll remained in tie room with 
his wife's body and did not try to kill him- 
self. It is uncertain what time killed 
his wife. He says it Was yesterday morn- 
ing, but the physicians say there were 
evidences that she had been dead since 
Tuesday night. Witnesses say they saw 
Driscoll on the street Wednesday night. 

Tuesday night Driscoll gave orders that 
his wife be not awakened, and he instruct- 
ed the elevator boy to bring no one into 
her room. The first news of the, tragedy 
was heard when Driscoll wrote a note 
telling of the murder and his attempt at 
death. He wrote a note about 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and sent it to Dr. 
J. M. Coyle, requesting that the doctor 
call at his apartments, and siating that 
Mrs. Drisco}! was already dead, and that 
he would be dead before the doctor couid 
reach him. Dr. Coyle took the note and 
hastened to the man&ager of the building, 
Mr. Jones. Together’they went to Dris- 
coll’s room, but the door was locked. They 
soon broke down the door and went in. 
The wife was dead and Driscoll was sit- 
ting in a chair by her side, unconsc!ous and 
black in the face. Driscoll was given atten- 
tion, and was, after some time, resusci- 
tated sufficiently to enable hirn to give an 
account of the tragedy. He may die. 

Driscoll’s History in Atlania. 

Driscoll came to Atlanta many vears 
ago and began life here as a shoemaker on 
Peachtree street. He is a native of Mis- 
sissippi, and is highly educated. He soon 
tired of the shoemaker’s business and 
learned shorthand. For four years he was 
assistant to Mr. Parry. 

He was a very prominent man in ail 
the local Irish celebrations. His educa- 
tion and his natural eloquence made him a 
spiendid speaker, and he was usually 
orator of the day. 

He tlearned throveh Mr. Parry that a 
certain young lady living at Douglasville, 
or some other town close to Atlanta, would 
make him a charming wife, and the young 
lady also had money. He visited the 
young girl and married her. Her name 
could not be learned last night. 

Driacolil left Atlanta for Chattanooga in 
1892. He taught a shorthand schooi there 
ana then went to Nashville. His friends 
here say that he was a magnificent gen- 
tleman, and that his only fault was drink- 
ing.

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Trial Was Had Yesterday and Prisoner 
Said He Did Not Remember 
Using Profanity. 


Recause he cursed the United States army 
and its soldiers, George Webster, a one- 
armed railroad engineer, is in Fulton 
county jail to await trial for his offense. 
Emile Zola maligned the French army and 
was imprisoned, and it Is supposed that 
Webster sought to emulate the great 


French novelist. 

Webster did not curse the army on as 
large a scale as Zola criticised the army 
of his country. Webster confined his vitu- 
perative remarks to the men at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. For a while yesterday morning 
he made the officers and troops at the 
fort think that war had surely come. He 
proved that he could outcurse any man In 
Georgia, and seemed perfectly willing to 
tackle any man for a contest in the black 
art of blasphemy. 

Judge Broyles, of the United States com- 
missioner’s court, tried the curser ,and 
sent him to jail in default of a $200 bond. 
The man will be tried at the coming term 
of the United States court, which convenes 
Monday. 

Webster does not present a very respect- 
He has but one arm and 
looks weak physically. He claims to be 
sick, and he told an officer that his arm 
had been destroyed by’ disease. Yesterday 
morning he tramped into McPherson and 
walked into the government reservation. 
He espied Major Blair D. Taylor and Cap- 
tain Hunter Liggett, and cornering these 
two officers he detailed to them a woeful 
story of his ill fate. He told them that 
the gods had been unkind, and he begged 
that they would give him something. The 
two officers thought Webster nothing more 
than a common dead-beat, and they re- 
fused to give him any assistance. 

Startling, indeed, was the sudden change 
from an humble beggar to an enraged 
blasphemer. Webster flew into a passion 
because the officers would not aid him, and 
he began to curse them. He used every 
form of malediction in existence, and sur- 
prised ‘tthe soldiers with new im- 
precations that are yet unpatented, and in 
these parts have never been heard before. 
Anathemas, curses and abuse of all kinds 
were indulged in by Webster for fully ten 
minutes. -He told the officers and men that 
they were all cowards, and would run like 
rabbits if there should be war. He cursed 
the army and said the soldiers were worth- 
less. He execrated the officers and cursed 
loud enough to be heard all over the reser- 
vation. The ladies in the reservation were 
badly frightened when they heard the man 
cursing, and the men from. all over the 
fort hastened to the scene of action. Lieu- 
tenant Chatfield heard th man and he 
cilled out the guard to make the arrest. 
When Webster Saw the soldiers coming he 
ran, but was caught. 

Webster was brought fron the fort 
guvardhouse to the city and carried before 
Judge Broyles. Captain Liggett swore out 
a warrant for the man, and he and Major 
Taylor and Lieutenant Chatfield were the 
prosecuting witnesses. The unique ¢ase 
was tried at once. Webster sa‘'d he was 
from Greater New York, and had formerly 
been an engineer on the New. York Central, 
and had earned a salary of $150 per month. 
He said his health was bad, and he said 
he knew nothing at all of the cursing at 
the fort. He said: 

“Pills may have caused me to curse the 
army. I frequently take pills for my health 
and sometimes they make me almost crazy. 
They have a strange effect, and a pill may 
have caused me to act as I did, although I 
have not the slightest recollection of 
cursing. 

As there is no federal statute to cover 
the offense committed by Webster, he will 
be tried under the laws of Georgia, but 
in the United States court. The charge 
against him will be that of using oppro- 
brious language to another and of using 
obscene language in the presence of 
females. This will be the literal charge, 
but he will be tried for maligning the army, 
and Atlanta need not lose the opportunity 
of boasting a Zola.
